Pentagon,  critics  agree 
nuclear  winter  possible 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  Pen¬ 
tagon  agreed  with  administration  cri¬ 
tics  Thursday  that  an  atomic  war 
would  cause  a  “nuclear  winter”  which 
might  wipe  out  all  life  on  Earth,  but 
told  Congress  that  is  all  the  more 
reason  to  continue  President 
Reagan’s  weapons  buildup  and  try  to 
win  arms  cuts. 

“The  administration  accepts  that  a 
nuclear  exchange  would  produce  a 
nuclear  winter  effect,”  assistant  de¬ 
fense  secretary  Richard  Perle  told  a 
pair  of  House  subcommittees. 

“We  are  persuaded  that  a  nuclear 
war  would  be  a  terrible  thing,”  Perle 
said,  “but  we  believe  that  what  we  are 
doing  with  respect  to  strategic  nuc¬ 
lear  modernization  and  arms  control 
is  sound,  and  we  believe  it  is  made  no 
less  sound  by  the  nuclear  winter  phe¬ 
nomenon.” 

But  astronomer  Carl  Sagan,  one  of 
the  chief  authors  of  the  nuclear  winter 
theory,  said  the  concept  “has  policy 
implications  at  variance  with  current 
nuclear  doctrine”  of  planning  to  re¬ 
spond  to  attack  with  nuclear 
weapons. 

The  nuclear  winter  concept  holds 
that  eyen  a  small-scale  nuclear  war 
would  cause  such  tremendous  fires¬ 
torms  and  clouds  of  dust  and  debris  to 
be  thrown  into  the  atmosphere  that 
light  and  warmth  from  the  sun  would 
be  blocked  and  all  life  would  be  block¬ 
ed  and  all  life  would  die. 

Nuclear  winter  advocates  contend 
that  means  atomic  weapons  thus  have

no  military  utility  and  their  use  would 
be  suicidal.  They  argue  that  the  only 
way  to  avoid  nuclear  winter  is  to  eli¬ 
minate  atomic  weapons. 

Sagan  testified  that  a  recent  Penta¬ 
gon  study  of  nuclear  winter  had 
caused  “no  agonizing  reappraisals” 
vdthin  the  administration  about  plans 
to  use  nuclear  weapons  to  retaliate 
against  a  Soviet  attack. 

Sagan  and  Perle  were  testifying  be¬ 
fore  the  House  Interior  environment 
subcommittee  and  the  House  Science 
and  Technology  natural  resources, 
subcommittee. 

Sagan  told  the  panels  that 
thePentagon  is  not  serious  about 
trying  to  control  nuclear  arms  and  is 
instead  embarked  on  a  buildup  of 
weapons  in  the  belief  that  they  are 
militarily  useful. 

He  proposed  a  joint  U.S.-Soviet  re¬ 
search  project  on  nuclear  winter, 
arguing  it  was  the  best  way  to  get  the 
militaries  of  both  superpowers :  to 
realize  they  have  to  back  away  from 
atomic  arms  as  a  means  of  protecting 
themselves. 

But  Perle  responded  that  “there  is 
no  shred  of  evidence  that  our  current 
doctrine  is  not  the  best  policy  to  pre¬ 


vent  war.” 

That  policy  holds  that  the  Soviets 
will  be  deterred  from  attack  because 
they  couldn’t  destroy  enough  Amer¬ 
ican  weapons  to  escape  a  crushing 
counterstrike. 

“Our  policy  and  doctrine  is  aimed  at 
preventing  a  nuclear  war  and  is  more 
so  given  the  consequences  of  a  nuclear 
winter,”  Perle  said. 

The  best  way  to  prevent  nuclear 
winter  is  to  build  enough  weapons  to 
make  sure  that  the  Soviets  will  be 
deterred  from  attacking  and  thus 
causing  nuclear  winter,  Perle  said. 

Perle  noted  that  the  total  number 
of  U.S.  atomic  warheads  has  de¬ 
creased  by  25  percent  in  the  past  15 
years,  but  he  said  those  cuts  have 
been  more  than  offset  by  a  Soviet 
weapons  buildup. 

Past  arms  control  agreements 
.  “have  in  no  sense  produced  the  kinds- 
of  reductions  we  have  achieved  un¬ 
ilaterally,”  Perle  said. 

“I’m  a  little  tired  of  hearing”  that 
the  administration  is  not  serious  ab¬ 
out  arms  control,  he  said,  noting  U.S. 
negotiators  have  proposed  deep  cuts 
in  long-range  nuclear  arsenals  of  both 
superpowers. 

“It  is  outrageous  that  given  the  un¬ 
willingness  of  the  Soviet  Union  to  re¬ 
spond  to  our  proposals  (for  cuts),  that 
we  stand  accused  of  not  being  serious 
about  arms  control,”  Perle  said.

U.S.  and  Soviets  negotiate 
to  avoid  arms  space-race 


GENEVA,  Switzerland  (AP)  —  U.S.  and  Soviet  nego¬ 
tiators  laid  down  opening  positions  Thursday  in  their  talks 
aimed  at  eventual  elimination  of  nuclear  weapons  on  Earth 
and  avoiding  an  arms  race  in  space. 

U.S.  spokesman  Joseph  Lehman  said  it  was  “a 
businesslike  session  in  an  atmosphere  of  mutual  respect” 
and  that  substantive  issues  were  dealt  with.  Under  a 
confidentiality  rule,  neither  Lehman  nor  Soviet  officials 
would  go  into  detail  on  Thursday’s  session. 

The  next  session  will  be  Tuesday. 

Demonstrating  early  procedural  progress,  Lehman  told 
a  news  conference  the  two  sides  agreed  to  divide  the 
negotiations  into  three  categories  —  one  dealing  with 
intercontinental  rockets,  another  with  intermediate- 
range  missiles,  and  a  third  with  space  and  defense  issues. 
Lehman  said  the  three  groups  would  begin  functioning 
“very  shortly.” 

Lehman  said  the  chief  negotiators,  U.S.  Ambassador 
Max  M.  Kampelman  and  Soviet  Ambassador  Victor  P. 
Karpov  made  opening  statements  at  Thursday’s  full  two- 
hour  session,  followed  by  a  discussion. 

He  indicated  that  each  side  presented  basic  public  posi¬ 
tions  on  nuclear  missile  control,  the  subject  of  lengthy 
negotiations  that  broke  down  in  late  1983  with  a  Soviet 
walkout.  The  other  issue  —  space  arms — caused  the  most 
stir  in  the  months  leading  up  to  the  Geneva  talks. 

President  Reagan  has  launched  a  $26  billion  research 
program,  the  Strategic  Defense  Initiative,  to  learn 
whether  a  space-based  shield  against  incoming  missiles  is 
feasible. 

The  Soviets  have  attacked  the  program,  although  they 
have  one  of  their  own,  saying  Reagan’s  Star  Wars  plan 
would  lead  to  militarization  of  space. 


Lehman  indicated  tough  negotiating  ahead,  saying,  “I 
think  it’s  going  to  take  quite  a  few  more  negotiating  ses¬ 
sions  for  us  to  make  an  assessment  of  whether  we  are  near 
an  agreement  or  not.” 

Thursday’s  session  followed  a  Tuesday  get-acquainted 
meeting  and  grouped  for  the  first  time  the  three  main 
negotiators  on  each  side.  For  the  United  States,  Kampel¬ 
man,  who  will  also  deal  with  space  arms;  John  G.  Tower, 
long-range  missiles;  and  Maynard  W.  Glitman,  medium- 
range  missiles.  For  the  Soviet  Union,  Karpov,  who  will 
also  deal  with  long-range  missiles;  Yuli  V.  Kvitsinsky, 
space  arms;  and  Alexei  A.  Obukhov,  medium-range  mis¬ 
siles. 

Kampelman  greeted  the  Soviets  warmly  when  they  ar¬ 
rived  at  the  Geneva  offices  of  the  U.S.  Arms  Control  and 
Disarmament  Agency.  “Welcome  to  our  mission,” 
Kampelman  said. 

Karpov  was  asked  by  a  reporter  if  he  had  received  any 
new  instnictions  from  the  Kremlin.  “Not  yet,”  he  replied. 

The  Geneva  talks  were  set  up  at  a  Jan.  7-8  meeting 
between  Soviet  Foreign  Minister  Andrei  A.  Gromyko  and 
U.S.  Secretary  of  State  George  P.  Shultz. 

Despite  an  assertion  by  Gromyko  and  Shultz  that  the 
Geneva  talks’  ultimate  goal  should  be  “the  complete  eli¬ 
mination  of  nuclear  arms  everywhere,”  Lehman  recalled 
Thursday  that  the  Soviets  are  adding  to  their  SS-20  arsen¬ 
al.  The  U.S.  estimate  is  that  414  are  targeted  on  Western 
Europe  and  Asia. 

The  U.S.  spokesman  also  acknowledged,  in  answering  a 
reporter’s  question,  that  the  North  Atlantic  Treaty  Orga¬ 
nization’s  program  to  deploy  572  U.S.-made  cruise  and 
Pershing  2  missiles  is  continuing  on  schedule. 


Utah  hopes  Saturn  auto 
is  in  the  stars  as  it  looks 
to  secure  future  GM  plant

General  Motors  Corporation’s  new  Saturn  Project 
will  bring  jobs  and  revenue  to  Utah  Valley,  if  the  project 
orbits  this  way. 

The  project  is  a  new  satellite  program  for  GM  that  will 
build  a  new  automobile  called  Saturn.  Because  of  the 
amount  of  money  expected  to  be  made  by  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  assembly  plant  and  production  of  the  new 
vehicle,  40  states  are  currently  vying  for  the  new  busi¬ 
ness. 

“Governor  Norman  Bangerter  will  travel  to  Michigan 
Wednesday  to  tell  GM  officials  why  the  Saturn  Project 
should  come  to  Utah,”  said  Francine  Giani,  the  gov¬ 
ernor’s  press  secretary. 

Accompanying  the  governor  to  Michigan  will  be 
David  Adams,  the  director  of  community  and  economic 
development,  and  several  prominent  Utah  business¬ 
men,  said  Giani.  They  each  will  represent  the  state  and 
try  to  convince  GM  that  Utah  would  be  the  best  place  to 
build  the  new  auto  plant. , 

If  the  plant  does  come  to  Utah,  there  would  be  five 
counties  that  would  compete  for  the  project,  including 
Utah  County,  said  Richard  Bradford,  executive  vice 
president  for  the  Utah  Valley  Industrial  Development 
Association  (UVIDA). 

“If  the  Saturn  Project  is  assigned  to  go  anywhere  in 
the  West,  it  will  come  here  to  Utah  Valley,”  said  Brad¬ 


ford.  “We  have  sent  a  fine-tuned  proposal  to  GM  and 
have  offered  and  outlined  many  incentives  which  should 
encourage  them  to  base  the  project  here.” 

Some  of  the  incentives  include  cooperation  between 
the  state  government  and  the  private  sector,  said  Brad¬ 
ford.  Because  Utah  Valley  has  many  educational  facili¬ 
ties  and  a  good  standard  of  living,  UVIDA  is  confident 
that  GM  could  be  persuaded  to  build  its  plant  here. 

The  project  facility  will  take  five  years  and  $5  billion 
toconstruct,  Bradford  said.  “The  plant  will  cover  a  1,000 
acre  site,  and  will  take  up  4.5  million  square  feet.” 

It  is  expected  that  the  plant  will  bring  20,000  jobs  to 
the  area  over  the  next  several  years  and  will  be  a  great 
source  of  revenue.  Six  thousand  jobs  will  be  directly 
related  to  the  auto  plant,  and  12,000  to  18,000  jobs  will 
be  produced  because  of  spinoff-related  activities,  said 
Bradford. 

“The  governor  is  very  excited  about  the  possibilities 
because  of  the  amount  of  jobs  it  would  create,”  said 
Giani. 

The  new  Saturn  automobile  will  be  a  revolutionary 
production  because  of  the  amount  of  technology  in¬ 
volved  in  the  assembly,  said  Bradford.  “The  car  is  proof 
that  American  ingenuity  is  alive  and  well.  It  will  give 
Japan  a  good  run  for  the  money.” 

Now  all  the  applications  have  been  submitted,  and  the 
state  will  await  the  announcement  of  the  final  six  states 
that  will  be  considered  for  the  project,  which  will  be 
decided  May  1.

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Secret  Service  in  pursuit 
of  bogus  buck  operators

Money  may  not  grow  on  trees,  but 
sometimes  it’s  cultivated  in  certain  shady 
and  federally  unsupervised  printing 
establishments,  much  to  the  chagrin  of  the 
U.S.  Secret  Service. 

To  intercept  counterfeit  money  in  busi¬ 
ness,  the  Secret  Service  leaves  no  stone 
unturned  to  root  out  surreptitious  money 
making.  Dan  Harris,  operator  of  a  Provo 
printshop,  is  well  aware  of  the  agency’s 
mission. 

Recently  Harris  was  questioned  by  a 
Secret  Service  agent  after  a  “confused 
customer”  reported  a  suspicious-looking 
stack  of  uncut  dollar  bills,  he  said. 

As  the  agent  soon  discovered,  the  stack 
of  uncut  bills  was  one  sheet  of  legitimate 
dollar  bills  on  a  stack  of  blahk  paper,  rem¬ 
nants  of  a  grand-opening  display. 

The  agent’s  trip  from  Salt  Lake  City 
was  not  a  total  waste,  even  if  no  under¬ 
world  ring  was  uncovered.  His  visit 
sparked  an  interest  in  the  extent  of  coun¬ 
terfeiting  in  Utah. 

“It  is  not  widespread  compared  to  met¬ 


ropolitan  areas,”  said  Steven  Zimney,  spe¬ 
cial  agent  in  charge  of  the  Secret  Service 
in  Salt  Lake  City.  While  the  actual  manu¬ 
facturing  of  greenbacks  is  minimal,  Salt 
Lake  City  serves  as  a  major  route  through 
which  bogus  bills  pass. 

Any  covert  printing  which  does  go  on  is 
usually  done  by  somebody  who  has  print¬ 
ing  knowledge,  thus  the  rationale  behind 
the  investigation  in  the  Harris  incident. 

The  quality  of  the  counterfeit  bill  deter¬ 
mines  how  many  times  it  will  exchange 
hands  before  being  detected.  If  it  is  fairly 
deceptive,  a  bill  can  travel  as  far  as’  a 
federal  reserve  bank  before  it  is  found, 
said  Zimney.  However,  most  of  the  phony 
cash  “is  not  near  the  quality  of  general 
currency.” 

Still,  some  bills  get  past  a  merchant’s 
scrutiny.  In  the  event  it  does,  a  local  bank 
sometimes  serves  as  an  interceptor  and 
stops  the  buck. 

Once  a  teller  is  proficient  and  accus¬ 
tomed  to  handling  money,  “it  is  not  un¬ 
usual  for  one  to  pull  a  counterfeit  bill  right 
out  of  a  bundle”  simply  by  sense  of  feel, 
said  Bill  Gibson,  vice  president  and  area 


manager  for  First  Security  Bank  of  Utah, 
Provo  branch.  “Very  few  are  not  detect¬ 
able.  They’re  quite  easy  to  pull  out.” 

Most  of  the  bills  come  in  denominations 
of  $20  or  higher,  large  enough  to  cover  the 
cost  of  processing  the  bill  and  to  make  a 
profit.  Last  year  the  Provo  branch’s  tel¬ 
lers  discovered  approximately  six  $20 
counterfeit  bills  passed  to  them  by  local 
merchants,,  said  Gibson. 

Paralleling  Zimney’s  remarks,  the  bank 
manager  said  most  bills  are  detected  be¬ 
cause  of  poor  quality  —  they  are  either 
slick,  bright  or  dull  and  the  ink  color  is  as 
shady  as  the  bill  itself.  When  a  bill  is 
found,  it  is  circulated  among  the  tellers 
before  it  is  turned  over  to  the  Secret  Ser¬ 
vice  so  they  can  be  familiar  with  the  details 
of  the  bill  in  case  more  bills  are  still  circu¬ 
lating. 

Unfortunately,  unles  a  bank  can  find  the 
merchant  who  deposited  the  bill,  the  bank 
is  not  reimbursed.  “If  we  are  not  able  to 
determine  who  the  merchant  is,  we  sus¬ 
tain  loss,”  said  Gibson.  “If  we  are  able  to 
ascertain  who,  we’ll  pass  the  loss  onto  the 
merchant.” 


School  relocation  ends  complaints 


Steven  Hart,  chairman  of  a  citizens  committee,  told  Provo’., 
school  board  there  has  been  no  friction  between  community 
residents  and  students  of  Provo’s  Alternative  High  School  since 
its  relocation  last  month. 

“There  are  no  prbblems  between  citizens  and  students,”  said 
Hart  in  Tuesday’s  board  meeting.  In  a  recent  community  meet¬ 
ing  residents  had  an  opportunity  to  voice  their  feelings  about  the 
school,  now  located  at  350  W.  500  South,  and  they  had  only 
positive  comments  about  the  school  and  students,  he  said. 

Alternative  High  School  Principal  Ron  Riding  said  students 
and  teachers  are  also  pleased  with  the  new  location.  Classrooms 


in  the  new  facility  are  much  larger  than  in  the  former  building 
and  “the  kids  are  a  lot  happier”  with  the  new  location,  said 
Riding. 

He  told  the  board  that  school  administrators’  current  goals 
include  the  development  of  a  better  curriculum  to  help  students 
become  more  qualified  for  jobs  after  graduation.  There  are  cur¬ 
rently  59  students  enrolled  in  the  vocational  school; 

The  relocation  of  the  Alternative  High  School  resulted  from  an 
order  issued  by  the  board  of  education  last  fall.  The  school  had 
been  the  target  of  resident  complaints,  including  traffic  problems 
on  the. narrow  street  and  concerns  about  possible  property 
damage.

There  will  be  a  need  for  an  audience  of  200-280 
people  daily,  and  the  show  will  be  televised 
nationally,  he  said. 

In  the  recent  past  the  studio  has  rented  out  to 
clients  generally  from  out  of  the  state,  such  as  Njew 
York,  Chicago  and  other  parts  of  the  East  antF' 
Midwest. 

Most  of  the  clients  use  the  facilities  for  commer¬ 
cials  and  variety  shows,  such  as  the  Dick  Van  Dyke 
Magic  Comedy  Hour  which  was  produced  last  Octo¬ 
ber  at  the  studio,  and  should  be  televised  in  April  or 
May,  according  to  Jex. 

The  newest  Toyota  commercial  was  completed 
here,  and  officials  of  the  Hasbro  toy  company  have 
produced  some  commercials  at  the  studio.  Often 
clients  have  used  local  talent,  he  said.

Kenny  Walker  scored  29  points  to 
boost  Kentucky  to  a  66-58  victory 
over  Washington  in  the  first  round  of 
the  NCAA  West  basketball  tourna¬ 
ment  Thursday  night,  ending  the  40- 
year  college  coaching  career  of 
Washington’s  Marv  Harshman. 

Th  victory  propelled  12th-seeded 
Kentucky  into  the  NCAA  West- 
second  round  Saturday  against  ninth- 
ranked  Nevada-Las  Vegas,  an  85-80 
winner  over  San  Diego  State  earlier 
Thursday  night. 

Kentucky,  which  had  the  poorest 
record  of  any  tournament  at-large 
team,  sank  17  of  21  free-throw 
attempts  in  the  last  four  inutes  to 
earn  the  victory  and  improve  the 
Wildcats’  record  to  17-12.  Walker, 
who  had  a  game-high  10  rebounds,  hit 
six  of  six  free  throws  in  those  waning 
minutes. 

Pacific-10  champion  Washington, 
22-10,  trailed  throughout  most  of  the 
game,  but  closed  to  within  53-52  on  a 
jumper  by  Paul  Fortier  with  2:25  re¬ 
maining.  However,  four  free  throws 
by  Ed  Davender  and  two  each  by  Ro¬ 
ger  Harden  and  Richard  Madison 
kept  the  Wildcats  safely  ahead. 

In  the  first  half,  no  more  than  six 
points  separated  the  two  teams.  But 
Washington  went  early  five  minutes 
without  a  field  goal  and  the  Wildcats 
of  the  Southeastern  Conference  took 
a  27-24  lead  into  intermission. 

Kentucky,  which  has  made  more 
NCAA  Tournament  appearances 
than  any  other  team  —  30  —  built 
eight-point  leads  midway  through  the 
second  half,  but  Fortier’s  shooting 
kept  the  Huskies  close.

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Women  cagers 
begin  NCAA  play 
at  Long  Beach

The  BYU  women’s  basketball  team 
squares  off  against  fourth-ranked 
Long  Beach  State  in  first  round 
■NCAA  Championship  action  Satur¬ 
day  at  8:30  p.m.  on  the  49ers’  home 
court. 

For  the  Cougars  and  Coach  Court- 
fney  Leishman,  this  matchup 
shouldn’t  have  come  in  the  opening 
■round.  The  Cougars,  a  team  that  won 
19  games  and  destroyed  the  High 
Country  Athletic  Conference  on  the 
way  to  its  second  consecutive  title, 
were  seeded  last  in  the  Western  Re- 
gionals  and  forced  to  open  tourna¬ 
ment  play  against  Long  Beach  State. 

For  BYU  the  unfortunate  seeding 
is  nothing  new.  Last  year  the 
Cougars  played  USC  in  the  first- 
round.  use  defeated  the  Cougars 
and  eventually  won  the  cham¬ 
pionship. 

“Every  year  we’re  put  up  against  a 
tough  team  on  their  floor.  We’d 
rather  be  playing  here,”  Leishman 
said.  “In  five  years  maybe  we’ll  get 
someone  out  of  the  top  20.  I  guess 
that’  progress.” 

As  a  result  of  two  fast-break 
offenses,  BYU  and  LBS  stand  first 
and  second  in  the  nation,  respective¬ 
ly,  in  scoring  offense. 

BYU  is  led  by  the  scoring  of  Cindy 
Battistone  (22.0)  and  6-foot-7  Tresa 
Spauldng  (19.0).  The  duo  were  re¬ 
warded  this  week  for  their  strong 


Cougar  guard  Kathy  Denton  and 
forward  Cathy  Nixon  were  named 
honorable  mention,  while  Leishman 
garnered  his  first-ever  Coach  of  the 
Year  award,  one  he  shares  with  New 
Mexico  State  coach  Patrick  Knapp. 

LBS  is  led  by  6-foot.-3  forward  Er- 
sten  Cummings,  who  is  scoring  at  a  16 
points-per-game  clip,  and  6-foot-2  for¬ 
ward  Cindy  Brown  who  is  hitting  an 
average  of  20.3  points. 

But  the  big  matchup  —  literally  — 
will  be  waged  between  Spaulding  and 
LBS  center  Janet  Davis. 

At  6-foot-5,  Davis  plays  closer  to 
Spaulding’s  height  than  most  centers 
in  the  HCAC.  Spaulding  has  domin¬ 
ated  the  inside  play  all  season,  but  the 
sophomore  hasn’t  been  tested  by  any¬ 
one  with  the  height  to  bother  her. 
But  Leishman  isn’t  worried  about  the 
battle  of  the  big  women. 

“When  we  played  them  (LBS,  in  a 
game  the  Cougars  lost  94-86)  last  year 
Tresa  had  31  points,”  Leishman  said. 
“It’s  up  to  'Tresa  to  be  ready  to  play.” 

To  win,  Leishman  says,  BYU 
needs  to  have  all  five  players  on  the 
court  playing  their  best.  If  one  or  two 
Cougars  have  an  off  night  it  could  be 
curtains  for  BYU’s  season. 

“They’re  a  great  team,  no  ques¬ 
tion,”  Leishman  said,  “but  so  are  we 
and  we’re  playing  well  right  now.

God  used  comedy  in  the  book  of  Jonah  to  encourage  compassion 
and  to  show  that  a  sense  of  humor  prevents  dogmatic  overcer¬ 
tainty,  said  Dr.  Steve  Walker,  a  BYU  English  professor, 
Wednesday  at  the  English  Colloquim  IV. 

“To  miss  the  humor  of  the  Bible  is  not  only  to  miss  its  fun,  but 
also  to  miss  much  of  its  meaning.” 

The  story  of  Jonah  contains  many  important  comic  elements, 
he  said.  The  book  reverses  previously  held  values. 

It  contains  the  elements  of  surprise  and  the  downfall  of  the 
serious,  he  said.  Parts  of  the  story  are  reminiscent  of  Harold 
Lloyd  movies,  with  the  hero  hanging  from  the  hands  of  a  clock. 

Walker  encouraged  the  audience  to  picture  a  classic  situational 
comedy  with  Jonah  being  belched  out  of  the  fish  and  staggering 
onto  the  beach  with  all  of  his  color  blekched  away  by  the  fish’s  , 
gastric  acid. 

Jonah  even  has  a  punchline.  “And  should  I  not  spare  Ninevah,

that  great  city,  wherein  are  more  than  sixscore  thousand  persons 
that  cannot  discern  between  their  right  hand  and  their  left  hand;

Walker  cited  the  inclusion  of  the  irrelevant  livestock  as  nearly 
irrefutable  evidence  of  divine  humor. 

“There  is  a  moral  to  the  joke  of  Jonah,  ”  Walker  said.  God  shows 
J onah  how  to  be  human  whil6  Jonah  is  presuming  to  tell  God  how 
to  be  divine. 

One  of  the  messages  for  Jonah  and  readers  is  that  life  is 
unpredictable  and  surprising. 

“If  it  is  possible  for  Ninevites  to  enter  God’s  grace,  it  is  equally 
possible,  as  Jonah  was  painfully  aware,  for  the  chosen  people  to 
be  excluded  from  it,”  he  said. 

Walker  said  God  tried  to  enlarge  Jonah’s  sense  of  compassion 
and  understanding  of  the  complexity  of  life.  “God  invites  Jonah 
out  of  his  narrow  theological  certainties  into  life.”

Mountain  Bell  overcharges  clients 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  The  Public 
Service  Commission  has  ruled  that  Moun¬ 
tain  Bell  overcharged  some  rural  custom¬ 
ers  thousands  of  dollars  to  run  telephone 
lines  to  their  homes. 

A  researcher  for  the  Committee  of  Con¬ 
sumer  Services  also  said  the  overcharges 
documented  so  far  may  be  just  the  “tip  of 
the  iceberg.” 

Mountain  Bell  spokesman  Ken  Hill  said 
the  company  will  search  applicatios  sub¬ 
mitted  during  the  past  two  years  for 
others  who  may  have  refunds  coming.  He 
said  those  who  have  applied  for  telephone 
service  but  ffoud  the  charge  too  high  may 
reapply  to  have  service  installed  at  a  more 


equitable  price. 

The  overcharges  were  the  res'ult  of  the 
method  used  by  the  company  to  calculate 
charges  for  extending  telephone  lines 
beyond  its  regular  service  area.  ’ 

“We  have  not  always  been  consistent  in 
the  way  we  have  applied  those  tariffs,” 
Hill  said. 

Mountain  Bell  agreed  to  reduce  its 
prices  for  rural  service  after  an  informal 
meeting  with  oofficials  from  te  Committee 
of  Consumer  Services,  the  Division  of 
Public  Utilities  and  the  PSC. 

Menzies  Benson,  a  part-time  employee 
for  the  committee,  examined  specific  cases 
and  estimated  that  the  charges  were  in

service  for  their  homes  west  of  St.  George; 
an  installation  fee  of  $10,000  each  quoted 
to  three  Morgan  County  families,  plus  a

families  living  west  of  Utah  Lake  in  Utah 
County.

Students  who  enjoy  stargazing  will 
be  provided  the  opportunity  to  do  so 
in  more  depth,  thanks  to  the  BYU 
Department  of  Physics  and  Astro¬ 
nomy. 

The  BYU  observatory,  which  is  lo¬ 
cated  in  the  Eyring  Science  Center,  is 
being  opened  to  the  public  every  Fri¬ 
day  evening  beginning  tonight.  Ho¬ 
ward  Brown,  an  amateur  astronomer 
fi-om  Salt  Lake  City,  will  give  two 
orientation  lectures  each  Friday  prior 
to  the  viewings.  Each  lecture  will 
focus  on  what  will  be  visible  in  the  sky 
that  evening. 

The  current  highlight  of  the  winter , 
sky  is  the  visibility  of  the  planets,  said 
Irvin  G.  Bassett,  supervisor  of  the 
planetarium.  Venus  and  Mars  are 
visible  as  evening  stars  at  this  time  of 
the  year,  and  Mercury  will  be  joining 
them  for  the  next  week  and  a  half. 

“This  will  be  the  best  time  all  year 
to  see  Mercury,”  he  said. 

Another  feature  of  the  evening  sky 
at  this  time  of  the  year  is  the  visiWlity 
of  beautiful  nebula,  he  said.  Nebula 
are  clouds  of  gas  and  dust  which  are  lit 
by  nearby  stars.  They  appear  to  be  a 
glowing  mist. 


The  motion  of  the  planets  and  stars 
as  they  appear  today  and  as  they 
appeared  hundreds  of  years  ago  will 
also  be  explained  at  the  lectures,  he 
said. 

After  each  lecture  the  groups  will 
be  able  to  use  telescopes  mounted  in 
the  observatory  or  on  the  roof  of  the 
Eyring  Science  Center  to  view  what 
they  have  just  discussed.  Portable 
telescopes  will  also  be  available  for 
public  use.  Some  telescopes  vdll  be 
focused  on  specific  objects,  and  others 
will  be  available  for  general  viewing, 
he  said. 

“We  want  to  make  this  service  a 
regular  feature  available  every  Fri¬ 
day  night  the  weather  provides  suffi¬ 
cient  visibility,”  said  Bassett.  “Stu-' 
dents  should  come  dressed  for  outside 
weather.” 

The  observatory  was  originally 
used  for  research  in  the  early  days  of 
the  university.  Over  the  years  it  be¬ 
came  more  difficult  to  do  research  be¬ 
cause  of  the  increasing  light  interfer¬ 
ence  fi”om  the  growing  campus  and 
city.  The  current  facilities  for  re¬ 
search  are  located  on  West  Mountain, 
he  said. 

The  lectures  will  begin  at  7  p.m. 
and  8  p.m.  in  491  ESC.  There  is  a  $1 
admission  fee.
